Feds Investigate Runaway Prius

Calif, man says his 
Toyota was stuck at 
94 mph on freeway 

El Cajon, Calif. 

A Toyota Prius that sped out of 
control on a California freeway 
was towed to a dealership Tues- 
day while federal and company 
inspectors converged on the car 
to determine whether a stuck gas 
pedal was to blame. 

The National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration sent two 
investigators to examine the car 
after Monday’s incident, said Oliv- 
ia Alair, a spokeswoman for the 
Department of Transportation. 
Toyota Motor Corp. spokesman 
Brian Lyons said the automaker 
is sending three of its own tech- 
nicians to investigate. 

James Sikes, 61, told authorities 
that the accelerator malfunctioned 
Monday as he drove his Prius on 
Interstate 8 in San Diego County. 
The car reached 94 mph during 
the 20 minutes before a California 
Highway Patrol officer helped get 
the Prius driver to slow down and 


turn off the engine. 

The incident comes while Toy- 
ota is fighting fears over the safe- 
ty of its vehicles, which had been 
revered for their safety and reli- 
ability. 

Patty Sikes said the family’s 
2008 Prius appeared to have an 
accelerator malfunction a few 
weeks ago, but it was brief. 

The family got a recall notice 
and took it to Toyota of El Cajon 


about two weeks ago, but the deal- 
ership refused to examine the car, 
Patty Sikes said. 

“They said it must be a mistake 
because we weren’t on the [recall] 
list,” she said. 

James Sikes said he called an 
emergency number Monday after 
accelerating to pass another car on 
Interstate 8 near La Posta. 

“I pushed the gas pedal to pass 
a car and it did something kind of 


funny. ... It jumped and it just stuck 
there,” he said. 

A patrol car pulled alongside 
the Prius and the officer told Sikes 
over a loudspeaker to push the 
brake pedal to the floor and apply 
the emergency brake. 

The braking, coupled with a 
steep rise on the freeway, slowed 
the car to about 50 mph. Sikes then 
shut off the engine and the car 
coasted to a stop, elliot spagat (ap) 


Prosecutors: 
‘Jihad Jane' 
Case Defies 
Stereotypes 

National Security 

Federal prosecutors unsealed crim- 
inal terrorism charges Tuesday 
against a Pennsylvania woman 
who allegedly used the Internet to 
recruit men and women around the 
globe to “wage violent jihad.” 

Colleen R. LaRose, a U.S. citi- 
zen who used the nicknames “Fati- 
ma LaRose” and “Jihad Jane,” has 
been in custody for months while 
the FBI and Justice Department 
pursued leads in the investigation, 
according to federal sources. 

LaRose and five unidentified 
co-conspirators allegedly discussed 
how her appearance would help 
her blend into Western society and 
avoid detection by authorities. 

The indictment against LaRose 
“underscores the evolving nature 
of the threat we face,” said David 
Kris, assistant attorney general for 
the national security division. 

Michael L. Levy, the U.S. attor- 
ney in Philadelphia, said the case 
“demonstrates the very real dan- 
ger lurking on the Internet” and 
“shatters any lingering thought that 
we can spot a terrorist based on 
appearance.” (the Washington post) 


A graduate student from China who slipped under a rope barrier at Newark Liberty Interna- 
tional Airport in New Jersey to say goodbye to his girlfriend — prompting a security breach and world- 
wide flight delays — pleaded guilty to a misdemeanor charge Tuesday. “I want to deeply apologize to those [affected by] my breach,” 
Haisong Jiang said. “I just wanted to spend more time with my girlfriend. I made a big mistake, and I also learned a big lesson.” (ap)

Massa: Charges Untrue 


Ex-lawmaker admits 
he groped staffer but 
says it wasn’t sexual 

Washington 

Former representative Eric Massa, 
D-N.Y., said Tuesday that he groped 
a congressional staffer while he 
was in office, but he denied that it 
was a sexual incident. 

“I tickled him until he couldn’t 
breathe, and then four guys jumped 
on top of me. It was my 50th birth- 
day,” Massa said on Glenn Beck’s 
Fox News Channel show. He added, 
“You can take anything out of 
context.” 

He denied that he did anything 
sexual or criminal with congres- 


sional staff. The Washington Post 
reported Tuesday that Massa has 
been under investigation by the 
House ethics com- 
mittee for alleged- 
ly groping male 
staffers working 
in his office. 

Massa criti- 
cized the timing 
of the Post report, 
calling it “odd.” 

It was Massa’s first televised 
appearance since saying last Fri- 
day that he would resign from 
Congress, citing an investiga- 
tion by the House ethics commit- 
tee into allegations of inappropri- 
ate conduct. 

Beck tried several times to get 
Massa to explain why he would 


choose to quit the House rather 
than stay to fight the allegations. 
But Massa said the proper thing 
for him to do was to resign: “I’m 
saying my behavior was wrong. I 
should have never allowed myself 
to be as familiar with my staff as 
I was.” 

Massa said he had lived in 
Washington with single male staff- 
ers, “all the bachelors and me,” 
until his chief of staff objected. “So, 
I moved into my office,” he said. 

The statements came two days 
after Massa said he had been 
forced out by House leaders over 
his opposition to a health care bill. 
The former lawmaker also said last 
Wednesday that he would not run 
for re-election, because of health 
worries, (the Washington post)

3-D TVs Arrive in Stores 



Manufacturers hope 
immersive viewing 
will catch on in U.S. 

New York 

Samsung and Panasonic will start 
selling 3-D TVs in U.S. stores this 
week, inaugurating what TV mak- 
ers hope is the era of 3-D viewing 
in the living room. 

Samsung Electronics Co. 
announced Tuesday that it is sell- 
ing two 3-D sets. Combined with 
the required glasses and a 3-D Blu- 
ray player, the prices start at about 
$3,000 for a 46-inch screen. 

Panasonic Corp. has said it will 
sell its first 3-D set Wednesday. 

The push into the living room 
comes as moviegoers have shown 
considerable enthusiasm for 
3-D fare in the theater. This past 
weekend, “Alice in Wonderland” 
grossed an estimated $116.2 mil- 
lion at the box office, beating the 
first-weekend receipts of “Avatar,” 
the winter’s 3-D blockbuster. 

Although it’s clear that 3-D sets 
for the home will appeal to technol- 
ogy and home-theater enthusiasts, it 


remains to be seen whether the TVs 
will entice regular consumers. 

The 3-D effect requires viewers 
to wear relatively bulky glasses that 
need to be recharged occasionally. 
They’re not like the cheap throw- 
aways that have been used in the- 
aters since the 1950s. When you’re 
wearing the new glasses, room 
lights and computer screens may 
look like they’re flickering, making 
it difficult to combine 3-D viewing 
with other activities. 

And for now, there isn’t much to 
watch in 3-D. Samsung is includ- 


ing a 3-D copy of “Monsters vs. 
Aliens” on Blu-ray discs with its 
packages, in a deal with the studio, 
DreamWorks Animation SKG Inc. 
Its CEO, Jeffrey Katzenberg, said 
that it would convert its “Shrek” 
movies to 3-D for Samsung TV 
buyers later this year. 

“We continue to see this amaz- 
ing level of enthusiasm and excite- 
ment for 3-D. The rate of adop- 
tion for this into the cinema has 
been a rocket ship these last cou- 
ple of months,” Katzenberg said.

Biden Criticizes New israeli Plan 


VP says construction 
project undermines 
Mideast peace talks 

Jerusalem 

Vice President Joe Biden con- 
demned an Israeli plan to build 
hundreds of homes in disputed 
east Jerusalem on Tuesday, cast- 
ing a cloud over a high-profile visit 
that had been aimed at repairing 
ties with the Jewish state and kick- 
starting Mideast peace talks. 

Israel’s Interior Ministry said 
late Tuesday that it had approved 
construction of 1,600 new apart- 
ments, an embarrassing setback for 


Biden after a day of warm meetings 
with top Israeli officials. 

Although ministry officials said 
the announcement was procedural 
and unconnected to the visit, a top 
aide to Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu said he was blindsided 
and tried to contain the damage at 
a late-night dinner with Biden. 

Nonetheless, Biden issued a 
harshly worded statement after 
the dinner, saying its timing was 
especially troubling by coming on 
the eve of a new round of U.S.-me- 
diated peace talks. 

“The substance and timing of the 
announcement ... is precisely the kind 
of step that undermines the trust 
we need right now,” Biden said.

“We must build an atmosphere 
to support negotiations, not com- 
plicate them,” he added, warning 


that “unilateral action taken by 
either party cannot prejudge the 
outcome of negotiations.” 

Relations between Israel and the 
Obama administration have been 
chilly because of the settlement 
issue, and one of Biden’s goals had 
been to patch up ties. Biden is the 
highest-level member of the Obama 
administration to visit Israel. 

The U.S., like the Palestinians 
and the rest of the international 
community, believes that Israeli 
settlements built on lands claimed 
by the Palestinians, including east 
Jerusalem, undermine peace pros- 
pects. President Obama has been 
more outspoken on the issue than 
his predecessors, aron heller (ap)

Israel, Syria 
To Seek Nuclear 
Power Plants 


Paris 

Dual announcements Tuesday by 
bitter rivals Israel and Syria that 
they want to pursue atomic power 
plants could complicate the diplo- 
matic storm over Iran’s nuclear pro- 
gram and fuel a widening web of 
suspicion across the Mideast. 

In a region where few trust each 
other to keep a nuclear program 
peaceful, Israel — which is wide- 
ly thought to have a secret nucle- 
ar weapons program — is unlike- 
ly to accept Syrian assurances its 
program is civilian. 

Israeli Infrastructure Minister 
Uzi Landau announced his coun- 
try’s intentions at a nuclear energy 
conference in Paris, painting them 
instead in earth-friendly tones. “We 
need this energy source because it is 
environmentally clean,” he said. 

Meanwhile, Syrian Deputy 
Foreign Minister Faysal Mekdad, 
also at the Paris conference, said 
his country would like to consider 
alternative energy sources, “includ- 
ing nuclear energy,” to meet rising 
demand, (ap)

Now Zad, Afghanistan 

Defense Secretary Robert Gates, 
aiming to show progress in the war 
against insurgents in south Afghan- 
istan, took a heavily guarded walk 
Tuesday down a street in this town 
where the Taliban lobbed mortars 
at U.S. forces only weeks ago. 

Now Zad was the scene of the 
first significant military push 
following President Obama’s 
announcement in December that 
he would add 30,000 troops to 
the 17,000 reinforcements he had 
already sent into the war. 

Marines moved into Now Zad 
last December and pushed out Tal- 
iban fighters who had seized the 
town four years ago and forced civil- 
ians to flee. The campaign in Mar- 
jah and the coming fight in Kanda- 
har are patterned on Now Zad. 

On his brief tour of Now Zad, 
Gates talked to shopkeepers who are 
among about 2,500 people who have 
returned to the city. “A few months 
ago this place was a ghost town, a 
no-go zone,” Gates told Marines. 
“Now, as I saw for myself, stores are 
opening; people are returning.” 

Meanwhile, a suicide attack at 
a joint NATO-Afghan base in east- 
ern Afghanistan killed two inter- 
national service members, the mil-

Missing Body of Cyprus’ Ex-President Found 


Three arrested after 
police discover corpse 
reburied elsewhere 

Nicosia, Cyprus 

Three months after it was stolen, the 
corpse of Cyprus’ former president 
was found reburied in another grave 
and three men were arrested Tues- 
day in what officials called a case of 
body-snatching for ransom. 

Two spokesmen for former pres- 


ident Tassos Papadopoulos’ fami- 
ly insisted, however, that his rela- 
tives had never received a demand 
for money. 

The right-wing Greek Cypri- 
ot hard-liner’s body was stolen 
in December during slow-mov- 
ing reunification talks with Turk- 
ish Cypriot leaders. A lack of clear 
motive and few clues led to specu- 
lation that it could have been politi- 
cally motivated, but authorities sug- 
gested early on that ransom was a 
more likely scenario.

The robbers removed a marble 
plaque from the top of Papadopou- 
los’ grave on the outskirts of Nico- 
sia, then dug down to the coffin and 
removed the body of the ex-pres- 
ident on Dec. 11, a day before the 
first anniversary of his death. 

The robbers left few leads at the 
scene. Lime was strewn over the 
grave in what investigators believe 
was an attempt to erase any tracks 
left behind. Investigators sought 
the help of the FBI and Interpol, 
and Greek and Israeli law enforce- 


ment authorities. 

But there was little progress 
in the investigation until Mon- 
day, when police found the body in 
another cemetery after being alert- 
ed by his family, who had received 
a telephone tip, police spokesman 
Michalis Katsounotos said. Fam- 
ily spokesman Chrysis Pantelides 
said a man speaking broken Greek 
had called with information about 
the corpse and instructed them to 
contact police. 

DNA testing early Tuesday con- 
firmed it was the body of Papado- 
poulos, who died in 2008 of lung 
cancer at 74, Katsounotos said, (ap)

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Weddings Favor District 

As same-sex couples head to the altar, local companies see a golden opportunity 


Washington 

Georgetown residents Christopher 
Cahill and Richard Marshall con- 
sider the $75,000 wedding that 
they’re planning for June to be their 
own “personal stimulus package” 
for the District economy. 

They originally intended to have 
their wedding in Provincetown, 
Mass., in a state where same-sex 
marriages have been legal for nearly 
six years. But as District recognition 
crept closer to reality, they brought 
the party back home: They have con- 
tracted with nine local businesses 
to handle everything from flow- 
ers to photography to party favors. 
About 130 guests are expected for 
their six-course dinner and recep- 
tion at the downtown W Hotel. And 
Cahill said he expects their budget 
will only get bigger. 

In the wake of the first same- 
sex marriages in Washington on 
Tuesday, the city is in the nation- 
al spotlight as a pioneer in the gay 
rights movement. But local officials 
say the historic event also has more 
practical implications for a city 
grappling with 12 percent unem- 
ployment: jobs. A study by the non- 
profit Williams Institute predicted 
that legalizing same-sex marriage 
will create 700 jobs and contribute 
$52.2 million over three years to 
the local economy. 

“We think it’s a great opportuni- 
ty to capitalize on groups that will 
be coming to Washington,” said 
Elliott Ferguson, chief executive 
of Destination D.C., the city’s tour- 
ism and marketing arm. “It’s the 
nation’s capital. It’s symbolic.” 

Businesses are already lining up 
to cater to what Forbes estimated is 
a $16.8 billion national market. A 
local restaurant answered the phone 
with “Happy gay marriage day” on 
Tuesday afternoon. Organizers of 
the city’s first gay and lesbian wed- 
ding expo, planned for spring, said

In the other cerennonies, Reggie Stanley and Rocky Galloway nnarried 
and then carried their 16-nnonth-old twin daughters down the aisle, and Angelisa 
Young and Sinjoyla Townsend hugged and snniled after being declared “partners in 
life this day and for always." 

“All of us have responsibilities to ensure the success of this joint endeavor," said 
the Rev. David North, who nnarried Townsend and Young. He asked guests to “re- 
spect the life path that they choose together" and “connnnit to loving thenn." 

About 100 guests stayed for the three cerennonies. A cellist played; arrange- 
nnents of yellow chrysanthennunns, roses and carnations flanked the stage; and 
creann and gray progranns announced the couples’ nannes along with: “Congratula- 
tions to the couples on this historic day." (ap)

On the first day that couples 
could apply for same-sex licens- 
es in Washington, Tammy Hagin 
bought five dozen roses to hand 
out to folks in line at D.C. Superi- 
or Court — along with promotion- 
al materials for the nearby Hyatt 
Regency where she is a publicist, 
advertising 50 percent off wed- 
dings booked this week. “Granted, 
it was about the offer,” Hagin said, 
“but it was also about their day.”

Proof Lacking in Md. Grade-Changing Case

Winston Churchill 
High unable to name 
students responsible 

Potomac, Md. 

A grade-changing scheme at Win- 
ston Churchill High School in Poto- 
mac involved the gradebooks of 35 
teachers and was primarily isolated 
to the junior class, school officials 
told several hundred parents at a 
public meeting Monday night. 

Police and school officials have 
been investigating the securi- 
ty breach in which at least eight 
students stole teachers’ computer 
passwords using USB key loggers. 
It wasn’t until one teacher noticed 


three suspicious grades in late Jan- 
uary that anyone knew students 
had been logging in and chang- 
ing grades for several months, said 


Principal Joan C. Benz. 

The grades of 54 students were 
changed, but the school system 
is unable to prove who changed 


those grades. The grades of 46 of 
the students were changed back, 
rather than lowered, as is done 
when a student is caught cheat- 
ing, Benz said. 

“There is no way in that com- 
puter system to determine who 
changed that grade,” Benz said. All 
grades for this academic year have 
since been verified, she said. 

Benz said there is no indication 
that money was involved with the 
grade changing. 

None of the eight students 
accused of leading the scheme 
is currently attending class- 
es, Benz said. Three left the 
school system before they could 
be disciplined, jenna johnson

Strasburg Sparkles in His Debut 


Top pick tosses two

The Nationals 

Top prospect Stephen Strasburg 
made his spring training debut 
on Tuesday, pitching two scoreless 
innings in the Washington Nation- 
als’ 9-4 loss to the Detroit Tigers. 

Strasburg threw 15 of his 27 
pitches for strikes and allowed 
two hits, successive two- out sin- 
gles by Don Kelly and Alex Avila 
in the second. But the right-hander 
finished off Brent Dlugach with a 


bending, 81 mph breaking ball for 
an inning- ending strikeout. 

“I just wanted to go out there 
and throw strikes,” Strasburg said. 
“If they hit it, they hit it. Big deal. I 
have enough confidence in my stuff 
that if I can go out there and make 
them put the ball in play. I’ve got 
a great defense behind me that’s 
going to back me up.” 

Strasburg was selected with 
the No. 1 overall pick in last year’s 
draft and received a record $15.1 
million, four-year contract from 
the Nationals. He went 13-1 in 
his final season with San Diego 
State, leading Division I pitchers 
in ERA (1.35) and strikeouts (195

Strasburg’s fastball against the 
Tigers was consistently measured 
in the 97-98 mph range, and he 
struck out two.

“Command wasn’t really there, 
but I think a lot of that had to do 
with the adrenaline going on,” he 
said. “It’s something that happens 
to me every time — even in college, 
even in high school. That first out- 
ing, there’s all this excitement and 
it’s really difficult to control the 
adrenaline and make sure you’re 
staying nice and relaxed.” 

Maggio Ordonez and Austin 
Jackson homered for the Tigers, 
and Kelly finished with three hits.

Terps Hoops 

The University of Maryland claimed 
two of the ACC’s top three annu- 
al individual honors Tuesday, as 
senior guard Greivis Vasquez was 
named ACC player of the year and 
Gary Williams was named ACC 
coach of the year. 

This season, Williams and 


Vasquez helped lead the Terrapins 
(23-7, 13-3) to a share of their first 
regular-season conference champi- 
onship since 2002 and a No. 2 seed 
in the ACC tournament. 

Vasquez, who received 39 of 53 
votes, is the first Maryland player 
to be awarded conference player of 
the year honors since Juan Dixon 
in 2002, which also was the last 
year in which Williams official- 
ly was recognized as the ACC’s 
top coach. 

En route to becoming the first 
Maryland player to make the all- 


ACC first team since Steve Blake in 
2003, Vasquez averaged 19.6 points, 
6.3 assists and 4.6 rebounds per 
game. He is the only player in the 
nation averaging at least 18 points 
and six assists per contest. 

Vasquez turned in a horde of 
stirring performances during ACC 
play and, consequently, etched his 
name indelibly into the conference 
and Maryland record books. 

The only ACC player ever to 
record at least 2,000 career points, 
700 career assists and 600 career 
rebounds, Vasquez has ascend-

ed to third place on the all-time 
Maryland scoring list. With 2,122 
career points, he remains 27 points 
behind Ten Bias (2,149) for second 
place and 147 points behind Dixon 
(2,269) for the top spot. 


In his 21st season coaching 
the Terrapins, Williams guided 
a squad that was picked to finish 
fifth in the conference in the pre- 
season media poll to an undefeat- 
ed home record in ACC play. The 
final victory at Comcast Center — 
a 79-72 win over then-No. 4 Duke 
on Wednesday — pulled Mary- 
land into a first-place tie with the 
Blue Devils atop the conference 
standings. 

The two teams would end up 
sharing the ACC regular-season title.

Andy Richter, Conan O’Brien’s 
sidekick on “The Tonight Show,” 
is acknowledging some ill will 
toward NBC and Jay Leno in the 
wake of the network’s late-night 
upheaval. 

“Why wouldn’t I?” said Rich- 
ter, who was filling in Tuesday for 
Regis Philbin on “Live! With Regis 
and Kelly.” 

Richter told Kelly Ripa he was 
frustrated that Leno was allowed 
to reclaim “The Tonight Show” 
host chair just nine months after 
O’Brien had inherited that plum 
assignment. 

“NBC, definitely, everybody 
said they were going to do some- 
thing and they didn’t,” said Rich- 
ter, implying the network broke 
long-standing commitments it 
made to O’Brien. 

O’Brien left NBC and “Tonight” 
in January amid complaints by NBC 
of low ratings. NBC had proposed 
reinstating Leno in the 11:35 p.m. 
slot and bumping O’Brien back a 
half-hour. 

O’Brien’s future is unclear. So 
is Richter’s, though he said, for 
now, he’s still an NBC employee, 
“so, we’ll see if those checks keep 
coming.” 

He called a rumored live con-

cert tour for O’Brien and compa- 
ny “a distinct possibility.” 

It all ended much quicker than 
he could have imagined, said Rich- 
ter, who figured his “Tonight” job 
was “as good as it gets in show 
business.” 

He said he figured “I’m a ten- 
ured professor of show business 
now,” but quickly learned other- 
wise.

Mouse and Mercer

CD Review 

In 2006, it might have seemed 
premature to dub Brian Burton 
— aka Danger Mouse — “The D.J. 
Auteur,” as one New York Times 
Magazine piece did. 

Four years later, it couldn’t seem 
more appropriate. 

“I want to create a director’s 
role within music,” the DJ/produc- 
er told Chuck Klosterman. In the 
dozen-odd albums he’s produced 
(the Black Keys, Beck, the Short- 
wave Set) or collaborated on since 
Gnarls Barkely’s debut. Burton’s 
done just that. 

Like one of his favorite directors. 
Woody Allen, Burton’s albums are 
distinctively his — from the way the 
drums and bass sound to his trade- 
mark organ and synth swirls. 

So it’s interesting to find out one 
of the reasons Burton teamed up 
with Shins mastermind James Mer- 
cer — a notorious introvert when 
it comes to writing — to form the 
group Broken Bells was to gain 
more control. 

Perhaps Burton needed anoth- 
er outlet — such as Gnarls Bark- 
ley — where it was his name on the 
marquee and he wasn’t just anoth- 
er hired gun. 

On first listen. Broken Bells’ 
self-titled debut doesn’t sound 
much different than Burton’s 
past work. Repeated spins, how- 



ever, reveal a much denser album 
— one that finds Burton referenc- 
ing his hip-hop past and his love 
for ’60s pop. 

For Mercer, the collaboration 
seems more theraputic than any- 
thing. His writing throughout is 
that of a man paranoid and frus- 
trated. “Does anybody else feel 
my fear?” he sings on “Your Head 
Is on Fire.” 

“Broken Bells” isn’t anything 
revolutionary; it’s just two guys 
who are damn good at what they 
do working together. And with 
both artists saying they’re already 
at work on a follow-up, and a tour 
planned for later this spring, it’ll be 
exciting to see where this project

Virginia Is for History Lovers 



Museum exhibits 
highlight the state’s 
rich, colorful past 

Attractions 

It looked like a fossilized ani- 
mal dropping on red fabric inside 
a black-frame box. I wondered, 
“Why do people keep things like 
that?” Then I read the handwrit- 
ten description: “Original Civil War 
twists of tobacco from the tobacco 
warehouse in Richmond.” Aha. 

Near the box with the twists 
stood tins of Pride of Virgin- 
ia chewing tobacco and relics of 
tobacco’s legacy, such as a cigarette 
pack depicting a child smoker and 
brands with such names as Bad 
Habit and Consummate Ass. Talk 
about truth in labeling — and this 
was before smoking was acknowl- 
edged as a health hazard. 

I was in the “Virginians at 
Work” exhibit at the Virginia His- 
torical Society’s Center for Virgin- 
ia History in Richmond, drawn by 
the society’s decision, in a reces- 
sion concession, to waive the 
museum’s $5 admission for 2010. 
I couldn’t help thinking that was 
a real gift, because there’s much 
more here than you can absorb in 
a single visit. 

The entire span ofVirginia’s his- 
tory — from the Powhatan Indians 
to immigrants to the Civil War and 
beyond — is explored in the muse- 
um’s 200,000 square feet, about 


the size of a Wal-Mart. There are 
silver punch ladles, arrowheads, 
tree-trunk canoes and Confeder- 
ate rifles. There’d be more on Dol- 
ley Madison, the wife of our fourth 
president, but apparently she sold 
things to stay out of the poorhouse. 
There are interactive displays and 
Colonial costumes to don. Artifacts 
are often displayed at children’s (or 
short adults’) eye level. 

That’s because children are 
among the museum’s best cus- 
tomers. About 11,000 schoolkids, 
mostly fourth-graders — the level 
at which Virginia history is intro-

duced in the public school curric- 
ulum — visited in 2009.

No matter where you hang your chefs hat, seasoning blends probably lurk in your pantry, zipping up the taste and looks of almost anything they dust. In the mid- 
Atlantic, we love to sprinkle crabs (and french fries, rockfish fillets and creamy soups) with Old Bay, a melange of celery salt, pepper, mustard and paprika. In 
Louisiana, Bloody Marys and blackened fish often get kicked up a few notches by Lawry’s Seasoned Salt.
